Bow River Irrigation Scheme 
To Be Completed This Year 


Bowling Season 
JNow Under Way 


Thg $6,000,000 Bow River Irriga¬ 
tion' Development, Westerh Block, 
v. hich has been under construction 
since 1953 is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted this year. The project will 
serve 45,000 - 60,000 acres of classi¬ 
fied irrigation land. 

The development is the fifth 
largest of 15 irrigation areas in 
southern Alberta. It is centred in 
the Lomond, Travers and Knchunt 
areas, some 50 miles north of Lelh.- 
hridge and about 35 miles east and 
south of Vulcan. 

The system is the second in 
Alberta to be constructed and 
supervised solely by the Water Re¬ 
sources Branch of the Provincial 
Department of- Agriculture. 

Throughout the planning and 
design phases, engineeis of the 
Water Resources branch worked 
in close co-operation with PFRA 
officials. 

Water for the devolopment is 
taken from a main PFRA canal 
running from the Travers reser¬ 
voir to Hays. This water is origi¬ 
nally diverted from the Bow River 
near Carseland into Lake Mc¬ 
Gregor and the adjoining Travers 
Reservoir. 

The main canal, thirty miles 
long, takes the irrigation water 
lrom the PFRA canal and feeds it 
lo seven distributory channels 
totalling 375 miles in length. 
There is also a thirty-mile trunk 
drain canal back to the Bow River. 

The project involved moving 
some seven million cubic yards of 
earth. Seventy precast concrete 
bridges were built and some 10,000 
cubic yards ot reinforced concrete 


poured. Also used in construction 
were one million board feet of un¬ 
treated lumber and an additional 
one-quarter million board feet of 
treated lumber. 

Approximately 600 quarter - sec¬ 
tions of land can be irrigated in 
the area, where about 180 farms 
art being operated at the present 
time. In addition to the 600 
quarters und - r irrigation, about 
400 "dry" quarters will derive 
benefits from the program.

Mayor William Munro of Vulcan 
attended the 54th annual conven¬ 
tion of the Union of Alberta Muni¬ 
cipalities, held at the Macdonald 
Hotel, Edmonton, last week. While 
there it was his privilege to reply 
to the address of welcome given 
by Mayor Hawrelak of Edmonton. 

The convention was the largest 
in history, with some 229 register¬ 
ed delegates. 

A talk on gas requirements and 
supplies by an official of North¬ 
western Utilities indicated that 
there was no probable shortage of 
gus fo.r years to come, even allow¬ 
ing for large scale export.

Post Office 

Blaekie is to have a new post 
office, built oy the federal govern¬ 
ment with work to begin this fall. 
Tenders are now being accepted, 
the closing date of wnich has been 
extended to Nov 4. The building is 
to be completed within four 
months of the date of the accepted 
successful tender. It is to be 
situated on Lot 10 which is ajacent 
to the present post office quarters.

Alberta farmers may now use 
puple fuel oil for the operation of 
farm trucks for farm business or 
pleasure purposes as a result v of 
recent amendments to (be regula¬ 
tions under the Fuel Oil Tax Act. 

Farmers, ranchers and market 
gardeners ov\ ning trucks licensed 
as commercial vehicles and bear¬ 
ing “F” lieense plates, may use the 
purple fuel oil only in connection 
with their farm, ranch or market 
garden operations.
